POLICE ORDERED TO 
STOP 5-YEAR PENSIONS 


[Official Paper Gives Hint That 


‘Service Must Be 
; Required. 


Saturday’s issue of the Police 
Bulletin, an official paper published 
under. the. direction of the Police 
Board, made it clear to members of 
the Police Relief Association that at 
a special election next Saturday they 
are expected to vote to abolish the 
present system of paying pensions 
and benefits to policemen who have 
served 5, 10 and 15 years in the de- 
partment. 

The Bulletin points out that under 
the present system a policeman’ pays 
$60 in dues to the association in five 
years and at the end of that period 
he draws out $250. This is referred 
to as. being an excessive return on 
the investment. 

At Saturday’s election the members 
of the association are expected to 
confine the pension and death bene- 
fits to those who serve 20 years on 
the force. . 

An annual benefit entertainment is 
given to support the Police Benefit 
Fund. Last year the benefit took the 
form of a public field meet and athletic 
games for policemen in Forest Park, the 
Board having ruled against the former 
custom of having a week of benefit per- 
formances at a summer garden. 

This year the board consented to the 
summer garden benefit which netted the 
fund $27,243.50. This was said to be a 
special favor to the association. 

Saturday’s issue of the Bulletin says 
that if the men at next Saturday’s elec- 
tion do not eliminate the 5, 10 and 15 
year benefits they may look for no more 
favors from the Board.

A chemical analysis is being made by 
Coroner’s Physician Hochdoerfer of the 
gontents of the stomach of Robert Rob- 
erts, 42 years old, who died on a Frisco 


train three days after his marriage to 
Miss Ruth Watkins, 22 years old, of 
3106 School street, as he was being 
rushed to St. Louis for an operation for 
& supposed attack of appendicitis. Dr. 
Hochdoerfer said Saturday it would be 
24 hours before the result would be 
known. 

The autopsy disclosed the diagnosis 2f 
appendicitis was erroneous. A pneumo- 
nic condition was found which, in the 
absence of other discoverable cause, 
would account for the man’s death, the 
Coroner’s physician said. 

The marriage of the couple was the 
result of a short romance. Miss Wat- 
kins was cashier in a restaurant near 
the American Hotel Annex, where Rob- 
erts stayed when in the city. They 
were married Monday and departed on 
their honeymoon. Mrs. Roberts told 
Deputy Coroner Furlong that Roberts 
had led her to belteve that he was a

Joseph Chamberlain, dead at 78, was versatile, 
and left his mark on British life in numerous 
places. 

Imperialists will remember him as the true 
maker of the Boer War, which laid broad and 
deep the foundation of an English-speaking 
United States of South Africa. 

Deconomists will remember him as the leader 
of the propaganda, thus far unsuccessful, for 
protective tariffs in the United Kingdom. 
Municipal reformers will remember him as the 
man who transformed Birmingham, his home 
city, from one of the worst housed and worst 
governed cities to one of the best housed and 
best governed in Great Britain, and as the pre- 
Peminent advocate of municipal ownership and 
operation of all public utilities. 

His career illustrates the law of inconsisten 
that governs the lives of most men who rise to 
public power. He was an imperialist in Africa 
and a “little Englander” in his advocacy of pro- 
tective tariffs; he was an opponent of home 
rule for Ireland and an advocate of home rule, 
with the broadest powers of self-help, for the 
dwellers in the cities of Great Britain. 

Perhaps he will be longest and most grate- 
fully remembered as the man who taught the 
aristocracy of England its duty to forego ex- 
cessive land rentals gained by herding ngland's 
city toilers in dreadful tenements. His city con- 
demned hundreds of these tenements and replaced 
them with modern houses, owned and managed by 
‘the municipality at cost. In this particular, 
probably without foreseeing what would fol- 
low, he was a forerunner of Lioyd-George, 
whose bold schemes for restoring the land of 
England to the people of England, in city and 
country alike, today constitute the major issue 
of the United Kingdom's home politics.

People who succumb to the heat are 
usually about ready to break down any- 
way, and the heat is only the last 
straw.” Regular outdoor exercise should 
be continued through the summer as a 
means of keeping the body up to par, 
but on very hot days the exercise should 
be light and taken early in the morning 
by those who are not physically strong. 
Gluttony is especially dangerous in the 
heated season. 

The man who eats as much in summer 
as in winter is pretty certain to become 
sick, and if his occupation requires any- 
thing resembling violent labor he is per- 
haps billed for an attack of sunstroke. 

Temporary loss of appetite is common 
on very hot days, and this warning of 
nature should be heeded and very little 
food, and that of a nonheating kind, 
should be taken. Less meat and more 
green vegetables and fruits are required 
for the summer Dill of fare. 

Opinions differ as to whether beer 
or ale are good summer beverages, but, 
in any event, they should not be icy 
cold, nor should they be gulped down. 
One of the best precautions for the 
avoidance of sunstroke, aside from 
proper eating, is to drink lots of water. 
Care should be taken that the water is 
pure. Drinking water should be cool, 
but not ice-cold. 


How to Dodge Sunstroke 


Thee American habit of consuming 
large quantities of ice-water can be 
guaranteed to wreck the strongest di- 
gestion sooner or later. The external 
application of water is quite as im- 
portant as its internal use. The sponge, 
shower and plunge baths are valuable 
for purposes of keeping cool, and should 
be taken upon arising each morning, 
and as often during the day as is con- 
venient and desirable. 

After violent exercise, or when the 
body has become very hot from ex- 
posure to the sun, it is not advisable 
to take a cold plunge or shower with- 
out a little preparation. 

First sponge the face, hands and 
arms with cold water, after which, if 
possible, bathe the body in lukewarm 
water before turning on the cold water. 
A bath should always follow violent ex- 
ercise at any season of the year, but 
it is especially necessary ln summer, 
owing to the excessive perspiration. | 

When it is impossible to take a bath, 
the immersion of the wrists in cold 
water for a few minutes will be of 
great assistance in reducing the tem- 
perature. The mental attitude is im- 
portant if one would be comfortable in 
summer. 

When the mind is pleasantly occupied 
one may often go through a sweltering 
day without realizing that the heat is 
excessive. Try not to think of the 
heat and, if you must tiink of it, 
try to think you like it.

high as $5000. This is luxury. 
If you happened to be seasick 
all the way over, however, it 
would scarcely be comfort.

N connection with the new effi- 
| clency movement in industry, a 
system has been devised of 
giving jobs to people along scientific 
lines. It has been found that a man 
‘who may prove inefficient in one de- 
partment, doing one kind of work, 
may prove extremely efficient in an- 
other department. It is all traced to 
the physical and psychical make-up 
of the man, to the type to which he 
belongs, to his ant@tedents. In this 
way good results are obtained. 

To do this work well specialists are 
needed. Two such specialists, Dr. 
Katherine. M. H. Blackford and Ar- 
thur Newcomb, have written about 
their experience in “The Job, the 
Man, the Boss.” They tell of the 
employment departments maintained 
now by companies employing large 
numbers of men. These departments 
furnish the men for all depart- 
ments in the given firm. They re- 
ceive all applications for positions. 
They study the applicants with a 
view of placing them in the proper 
departments so as to be sure that 
both the firm and the applicants for 
work can obtain the best possible 
results. 

The book is a symptom of the new 
movement which seeks to do away 
with haphazard methods in industry. 
It is well that such work has been 
started. It should, of course, begin 
with the child in school. Vocational] 
guidance is needed for the good of 
the nation as well as for the good of 
the individual.

It is not fair to the readers of “You 
Never Know Your Luck” to tell them 
in advance just how its author now 
solves this problem, which, it may be 
remembered, was so unsatisfactorily 
dealt with in “The Right of Way” 
that the ending of the latter had to 
be changed when a stage version was 
made, so resentful is the playgoing 
public of a drama with an unhappy 
denouement. The scenes of the new 
novel are laid in Canada. Its central 
figure, an uncommonly magnetic 
young Irish gentleman, has fled from 
his proud wife because his passion for 
turf gambling has beggared him and 
he does not care to live as a pensioner 
on her bounty, especially since he 
feels that she condemns him merci- 
lessly for his folly. Wherefore, leav- 
ing her in possession of her Irish 
estates and fortune and himself com- 
ing to Canada, he meets the lovable 
girl already mentioned and a very 
touching romance is the result. The 
girl is innocent, chaste and light- 
hearted.
